At the 
opening of the present century, mis- 
onaries were excluded from Britisb 
Inddis on the ground that their work 
would endanger British rule, It was 
not until 1813, when the great and 
distingnished William Wilberforce 
proposed the following resolution in 
the British parliament:

ness of the native inhabitants of the 
British dominion in India and such 
measures onght to be adopted as may 
lend to the introduction among them 
of useful knowledge and religious and 
moral improvement.” 

It is a matter of history how bitter- 
ly this motion was opposed, how many 
prophesied that it would lead to the 
loss of Indian Possession and how it 
was carried only by the undannted 
pergeverance and exertion of the im- 
mortal Wilberforce. 

Another *ignificant truth of advanc- 
ing interest in foreign missions, may 
be scen in the way in which missionary 
Iterature bas increased of late years; 
millions aud millions of copies are 
published annnally by the various de- 
nominations operating jn heathen 
laude, Our own African Methodist 
Episcopal church publishes fully 150, 
00 copies of the Vorcs or Mistoss 
and the magnificent magazine known 
as the Women's Light and Love for 
Heathen Africa. These two periodi- 
cals are monthly in their publication; 
this is outside of The Christian Re- 
corder, which reaches fully 500,000 
copies annnally, In the present day 
it is no longer & question whether 
heathen nations sball be brought to 
Obrist; this has been already decided 
within our own border as a connection. 
In connection with kindred societies 
of other denominations we are thor- 
onghly aroneed to the great igance, 
Christ for the world and the world for 
Christ, The nations of the world 
which at the present time stand at the 
head of all others and are most ad 
vanced in civilization are the nations 
whose inhabitants speaking generally 
profess to understand the language of 
Canaan and are strict believers in the 
Christian religion: Europe, Asia and 
especially Afriea owe much to the work 
of miesionaries. Such men as Moffat, 
Livingstone, Redman, Taylor, Turner, 
Tron and Decker, Who can estimate 
the mighty results that are to flow 
from their discoveries there? The 
missionarics are the prime and fret 
promoters of the wonderful discoveries 
which are now being made thronghont 
ihe Dark Continent of Africa. Victoria 
Nyanza, with her 40,000 square miles 
of water and all those wonderful works 
of nature so long anknown to the oiv- 
ilized world are now being opened np. 
All these achievements must be at- 
tributed to the progress of the gospel 
in heathen lands. To those who are 
eupporters of missionary work, behold 
Sierra Leone is an interesting spects- 
ble, Eighty years ago it was a heathen 
land; today it is filled with places of 
worship, school houses which are light 
honses in the realm of mental dark 
ness. Such are the results of Christ- 
ian missions on the west coast of Afri- 
ca, Liberia, che, too, may be sighted 
* one-of the triumphs of Christian 
efforts in heathen lands. The African 
Methodist Episcopal church has done 
her part, according to her ability in 
bringing abont these results and still 
intends to do more, the evidences of 
which are to be geen in her now hav- 
ng in training at Wilberforce five na- 
tive African students and one at Hnnts- 
ville; Alabama, who are to be thor- 
oughly trained and then returned to 
their native land to assist in bringing 
that giant continent back to Christ. 
Other countries are living witnesses of 
the wonderful triumphs of gospel 
achievements. The Saudwich, Feejee, 
Society and Friendly Islands 
are living monuments in attesta- 
tion to this trath; bronght from 
the lowest depths of moral and spir- 
itnal night through the eiviliz- 
ing and Christian influence of the 
Christian missionary which has enabled 
them to take place beside the Chris- 
tian people of other nations ; once can- 
nibals, hands stained with the blood 
of human victims, men who fonght like 
wild beasts one against another, are 
today clothed in their right winds and 
are londly proclaiming, Behold the 
Lamb of God which tSkoeth away the 
sinus of the world. May we not nnite 
in saying. Behold what manner of 
love is this that we should be called 
the sons of God.”

Johnson, Cary, Cheeks and Ties 
are energetically at work throughout 
tho Sixth Episcopal Distriot, arousing 
the women to the necessity of donb- 
ling their diligence in rendering as- 
sistance in placing the distriet, from 
« missjionary standpoint, as ber anc- 
oes<fn]l and beloved husband bas done 
in a financial and spiritual sonndness. 
Mrs. Bishop Turner, following in the 
wake, mid the smoke of battle 
throughout Arkansas and Mississippi, 
as her distinguished and learned hus⸗- 
band would convene his ministers in 
conferents capacity, «he, too, con- 
vened the women in missionary socie 
ties, and by this method she has snc- 
ceeded grandly beyond all expectation 
in creating an unprecedented enthusi- 
asm throughout that region of the 
Church. Mrs. Bishop Handy, in ber 
far-off western home, bas left no stone 
unturned, and by the master-hand and 
the influence of her beloved husband, 
Bishop Handy, she has succeeded in 
gathering and organizing mite socie- 
ties, the result of which is to be seen 
in the magnificent returns which are 
sent in by her to the Parent Society 
at Philadelphia. Mrs, Francis Rey- 
nolds, in Texas, recently of Chicago, 
the wife of Dr. Reynolds, of Galves- 
ton, Texas, is a most skillful aud eu- 
ergetic worker, resembling the buey 
bee. She, too, in her silent manner, 
is instilling, as well as infusing 
throughout her section, the spirit of 
Christian missic ns, and still the news 
reaches us that Mrs. Bisbops Arnett, 
Salters, Gaines, Lee, Wayman, Brown, 
are shedding their silent influences 
in perenading the women in 
the charches, with whom Ythey 
are brought in contact, of 
the necomity of encouraging 
the spirit of contributing towards the 
support of the church's missionary ef- 
forts in foreign lands.

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A Moving Mountals.

It has been known for many years 
that an enormons mass of rock on the 
Cascades of the Columbia River in 
Oregon, large enough to be dignified 
with the name of mountain, is slowly 
changing position. Wo trarslate the 
following description of the phenome- 
non from Coemor, Paris. It consists 
of & ridge of brown basalt with three 
summits, 10 to 12 kilometers long and 
rising about 600 meters above the level 
of the river. The ides that this muss 
is in movement is certainly the last 
that would occur to the traveler pass 
ing it, and nevertheless nothing is 
more certain; the whole mass is being 
displaced slowly, but without pause, 
descending toward the river and show- 
ing an intention of damming it some 
day or other, and 80 of forming a great 
lake extending from the Cascades to 
the Dalles. In this movement of trans- 
lation and descent it has already sub- 
merged part of the forests that line its 
base ; the engineers of the railway that 
skirts the mass have proved that the 
line is continually pushed toward the 
river and that in several years it has 
been moved two and one-half to three 
meters. Geologists attribute the 
phenomenon to the fact that the basalt 
that forms the nucleus of the mas 
rests on soft Strata through which 
water constantly percolates, thus 
napping the mountain under its base. 
They think, aleo, that these strata, 
even without the aid of water, would 
probably give away little by little, 
beneath the mass with which they are 
loaded.”

When I read so much concerning the 
present state of affairs in various seo- 
tions, and to learn that many of the 
different nations of foreign countries 
are treating the Africans almost, if 
not altogether, worse, in some respects, 
than the Negroes of America are got- 
ting at the bands of his white brother. 
Simply becanse the heathen arc igno- 
rant and can't help themselves at the 
present, these foreign powers will go 
over to Africa, and without legal an- 
thority, take possession of their rich- 
est lands, gold and diamond mines, 
call them thieves, and then seud an 
army there to prevent the Africans 
from claiming and trying to keep in 
possession the things that are already 
his by right of inheritance from a re- 
mote period, as the true deccendants 
of Ham, throngh Cush, Mizraim «nd 
Phat. 

For my life I can't see how the 
American Negro can staud still in his 
shoes and bear, almost daily, how his 
African brethren are being deprived 
of their property, which, in future, 
will become the property of the for- 
eigners” children, and the pour Afri- 
dan, like the American Indian, will 
have to take jnst what their enemies 
nde cause to give them, or be shot 
down like dogs. And when I think of 
it, the blood in my veins boils like 
water in a kettle on a red- 
hot stove.

Last 
mmmer England pitied Mies Ida B. 
Wells and the cus which che repre- 
sented; uow right in her own dominion 
she contemplates on passing an act, 
not only to keep the Africans down, 
but to prevent the many sons of Afri- 
can descent returning to their former 
home, the home of their fathers, to 
teach their own fellow-conntrymen 
that it is right for them to learn the 
sclence of government and to know 
how to transact business and to assist 
in governmental affairs of their own 
conntry., Thesame paper tells us that 
the diamond product for the year in 
Cape Colony was $2,820,000, 
the secret. 

The same paper also tells us that the 
exravan traffic across the Sahara to 

orocco consists of 650 camels laden 
with merchandise, ivory, guld dust and 
ostrich feathers. The exports of Son- 
dan average over $500,000 aunnally. 
Now, Mr. Editor, y can't the Afro- 
Americans go to Africa and bring that 
country up and teach the Africans to 
do the same? Oh, how I long to bear 
our people say to some leader, like the 
Iaraelites did to Moses and Aaron, 
All that you say we will do,” and 
ari AS ana mes - d zoturuy WO Atrics, 
the home of our fallen ancestors, and 
prevent any further intrusion upon 
the rights of our African brother. It 
can be done! and I believe it will be 
done before many years. Every na- 
tion has had their wars, and I am pur- 
snaded tnat the Negro race will never 
be what it ought to be until the Amer- 
jean and African Negroes unite and 
compel the civilized world to respect 
their rights. *

A SKETCH OF THE MAN WHO LED 
MARY ANDERSON TO FAME. 


Played Leading Roles With Booth, 
Barrett and Thorne--Now the Pro- 
prietor of Two Theatres and a 
Leader in Many Theatri- 
cal Ventures.

tion were as visible upon the counte- 
nances of these children as they are 
upon any other class of children. 
Their conntenances beamed with intel- 
ligence and the bnoyancy of their 
spirits and apparent happiness was a 
subject of comment. We were partic- 
ularly struck with the appearance of, 
the classes under the direction of those 
admirable instractors, Profs. Richard 
son and Jurdon, likewise Mrs. 
Upsher and two other lady assos 
ciates, There was neatness of dres- 
and person, a propricty of manner 
and air of carriage, which reflected 
great credit upon themselves and 
teachers, Another pleasing feature is 
the means afforded of promoting a 
high sense of . morals, the tone of 
which is of the mast ler ture 
surrounding the entire school. The 
religions feature stands ont in bold re- 
lief; the blessed volume, the Bible, is 
not ignored, and thus much useful iu- 
formation is conveyed to the mind of 
the scholars. Good nse is made of the 
opportunities by the pupils, as it is 
the practice of this school to cnjoin an 
obseryauce of the precepts contained 
in the Scriptures calculated for the 
edification and happiness of the chil- 
dren and young people committed to 
the care of the teachers; thus can we 
boast of an institution in that great 
commercial mart of the southland, the 
gateway to soutbern commerce, the 
magic city of the southern states.
